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Tun design of (he establishment of ‘‘honorary
dogress'’ was, unless wo are greatly wmistaken
in our views, to reward talent and sduontion
by allowing it an affix of which it could be
proud. It was intended to serve in the ranks
of the veterans of learning the same end as
the military decorations in the profession
of arms. What the Vietoria Cross or the Cross
of Honor is to the soldlser, so should a
degres be to the scholar—something of which he
ghonld be justly prond, and which wonld act
as a guarantee for him among strangers that
he was a geotleman, worthy, educated, and

The Education of the Freodmen.

Ir may new be pretty safely affirmed that the
eitizens of African descent in the late Rebel

States are hereafter to form s prominent part

of the political power of that section of our

common conntry. During all the preliminary

ptages of the work of reconstruction they are,

by acts of Congress, endowed with the full

powers and privileges of oftizenship. In

many of the States, by virtoe of their own

nombers, as well as owing to the indifference

and apathy of the former ruling olass in re-
gistering themselves for voting, the colored

oitizens are likely to be in an absoluts ma-

jority. It will be their own fanlt if, in the

ponstitntions abont to be framed under the

provisions of the Recenstruotion acts, they do

not place their enfranchisement wupon
the most substantinl and wunassaila-
ble foundations. We may, tharefore,

assume it a8 true that the reconstructed States
will commence their new career in the Union
with governments giving to the colored men
the fallest enjoyment of all the rights and
privileges of citizenship, and very probably in
many of them with that class of ocitizens con-
stituting the recognized and dominant political
power in the State. We have no belief that
theee rights will ever be wrested from them.
It could only be done at the expense of a bitter
and bloody struggle, which every good citizen
would be interested in avoiding. The enfran-
chisement of the blacks is probably on as sonnd
a foundation as their freedom itself. Neither
will be seriously called in question.

It is useless to spoonlate upon the most
wonderful train of canges by which this result,
g0 mmexpected and so little provided for, has
been brought about. It is the part of wise
statesmanship, as well as of true philanthropy,
to tale accomplished facts as we find them,
and from the actual situation deduce the duties
of the hour. In this view the prompt and
gpeedy education and elevation of the freed-
men, by all the appliances that ean be brought
to bear, becomes the great, pressing, and in-
dispensable work to be done. No matter how
much some good men may have doubted the
wisdom of putting the ballot into the negro’s
hand, now that it has been done, and he has
become and js likely to remain a constitnent
element in that political entity which we call

the State, all munst agree that it is
of the highest importance that he
ghould wield Lis mnew-found powers in

obedience to the diotates of intelligence and
moral enlightenment, rather than those of
ignorance amd prejudice. The education of
the negro becomes thus a patriotio as well as
a philanthropio duty. Fortunately he is docile,
and not only willing but anxious to learn. He
has responded most eucouragingly to the
efforts in this direstion that have already been
put forth. Wherever the fountains of know-
ledge have been opened to him in the South,
he has rushed to partake of their life-giving
waters. We kuow of nothing mora nearly
approaching the morally sublime than the
avidity with which this race, just freed from
the shackles of slavery, has geized upon such
opportunities of education as have been thrown
in their way. From the grey-haired gire to
the little child, s common inspiration to sesk
kunowledge seems to have seized them. The
educational records and statistics of the Freed-
men's Burean, and of the various Freedmen's
Aid Societies, are full of the highest promise
for the elevation of this race. But the work
that has already been done is only the mersst
fraction of the great undertaking, Whare
Liundreds of dollars have been contributed,
tlionsands are demanded by the importance
and urgency of the enterprise. For our
ghurches it is a missionarry work of the most
interesting and promising character. They
bhave mot yet displayed a tithe of the zeal in
prosscuting it they ought to have done,

And just here we may suggest to such of
our conservative friends as believe in the ad-
vantages of education and Christian elevation,
if not equal oivil and political privileges, for
all men, whether they are doing their whole
duty by the freedmen? How much are they
doing to give to these late slaves the bless-
ings of light and knowledge? Is it not a fact
that this great work is being curried forward
almest solely by the much stigmatized snd
abused radicalst We will not press the ques-
tion, but there is food in it for conscienmons
conservatives to reflect upon.

To all who love our country this subject is
one of great importance. The elavation of the
masses—their eduoation, their Christianiza-
tion—is the only sure ground of hope for the
perpetuity of our institutions, Permansut
popular government is not possible to an igno-
gant and morally degraded people. In some
of our great cities we are already beholding
the experiment of solf-government & confoased
failure. The multiplication of such examples,

and thelr axtension to wider distriots of coun-
try wonld soon involve the whole grand effort
in t’lllm We have no faith in repressive

loles, The masses must be elevated—that
i our only salyation. We have now the oppor.
tunity of effecting this desirable end so far 88

fitted Dby superior ability for any ordinary
trust. But in Amerioa the efforts of our col-
leges to reward their gradustes have over-
stepped the end designed by the founders of
the system, and have effeotually nnllified
the good which might otherwise have been
nccomplished. The harvest of A, B.'s whioch is
yearly reaped by stupid medioority has done
away with any desire on the part of the more
worthy to secure such a degres. When we
see the ignorant and scholarly youth both enti-
tled to the same honors, we soon lose all re-
spect for this degree, and energy and ambition
disappear so far as it is concerned. An indis-
criminate bestowal of a prize on all who ask
for it, so that a desire is sufficient guarantes
that it may be attsined, doss away with sall
wish on the part of the really meritorions to
seoure what would otherwise be valuable., It
is not g0 in Gireat Britain, There the M. A. is
a proof that the man entitled to attach it to his
name is & scholar of no ordinary merit. Men
of national reputation do not despise to affix
it, and it is esteemed an honor by all on whom
it is bestowed.

Very different, however, is it in our own
land. The graduate of any college, and of
some schools, upon receiving a diploma, and
before he has had an opportunity to display
any of his abilities, is dubbed an A. B. If
his life is spared for either three or flve years,
and he desires to invest five dollars, he can
become an A. M. This cheap honer is so little
valued, that thers are few who have been an
A. B.for five years who appreciate the supe-
rior degree sufliciently to inveat the necessary
greenback., Thers can, under such an ar
rangement, be no pride in bearing the titls,
It is the reward of long lifs, of having for five
years survived graduation, and the shesp-
skin is little better than a proof that he has
attained a certain age. We would have this
malter reformed. We would have a degree
conferred only when it will honor the recipient,
and make him reflect credit on the degree.

The third degres, however, is one which has
not yetdegenerated intoan empty honor. When
a college confers the rank of LL. D. on any
one, it answers the legitimats object of the
oreation of the rank. It does him am honor
and gives him just canse for pride. There are
in America but few who are entitled to these
lstters, and this fact is due, we think, not so
much to the disoretion of the colleges as to
the fact that but few of them are entitled to
coufer the degree. We believa that there are
but five constituted in the United States which
are authorized to bestow it. The result is that
an ambition similar to that which exists in
Franve to become a member of the Academy
is found among our men of ability. If, to
gome extent, this same ambition could be dif-
fused 50 as to apply to the minor degrees,
much good would be accomplished, and the
syetem redeemed from the just ridicule to
which it 13 now subjected, The holding of a
Bachelor or Master of Arts degree, gives really
no better cause for pride than “*Dr. Pangloss™
had when he announced his titles of “LL.D.”
and “A, B, 5.”

Address of the Siate Committee.
We hardly need call the attention of our read-
ers to the very able and convincing address of
the Reptiblican Btate Central Committes, to be
found in our columns to-day.
